It was necessary to show and record 
a small explosion directly underneath 
the hidden microphone. The explo- 
sive was loose and in the open so that 
there could be no damaging detonation 
but it was known that the heavy 
smoke necessary to register in the 
camera would rise directly into the 
sensitive metal “ears” of the Vita- 
phone. 

The experts were not certain what 
the results would be, since even a 
heavy puff of smoke carrying a chem- 
ical combination might play havoc with 
the recording. They decided to try 
it. The first blast shattered the highly 
sensitized drums even though there 
was little apparent sound but by that 


experiment the experts knew the 
danger. The second recording was 
pronounced perfect.
